same diet to which they have been accus- 
tomed in their former home, but which is 
by No means suitable for the mild climate 
and rarified atmosphere of Southern Cali- 
fornia. In the tropics, a man may live and 
be healthy and strong on bananas, and in 
the Arctic regions the natives find a diet of 
whale blubber fulfills the exigencies of the 
situation: but if either of these 
diets were transposed, the result 
would be sickness and  decrepitude. 
In the same way an attempt to keep the 
human encine running in this wild climate 
with fuel largely cunsisting of pork and 

_ other greasy foods inevitably results in 
clogging the system and rendering the sub- 
ject a victim to biliousness, which is often 

istaken for malaria—a sickness which 
should be unknown in this section. Fresh 
fruits and vegetables should—ferm a large 
rtion of the daily menu in Southern Cali- 
ornia, especially during the warmer 
months. Yes, the tendency of the modern 
school of physicians is to give less drugs 
than formerly. and rely more upon the heal- 
ing power of Nature. The older a doctor 
ws and the more experience he gains the 
jess. as a rule, does he rely upon the materia 
medica. It is your enthusiastic young doc- 
tor, fresh from college, who has a ready 
remedy, in a bvttie, for every phase of 
human ili that he encounters. The worst 
obstacle that we meet with in carry- 
ing out a reform of this description 
is in the patients themselves. If a physi- 
cian is called toa person who is perhaps 
suffering from nothing but nervous prostra- 
tion, caused by errors in the mode of living, 
and the practitioner gives him advice as to 
diet, exercise .and so forth, it is ter to one 
that the patient will think he has not re- 
ceived the worth of his money, when the 
bill comes in. But let a little colored water 
or afew sugar pills be prescribed, with the 

same hygienic advice, and the malade im- 

aginatre is perfectly satisfied and will at- 
tribute his d entirely to the supposed 
medicaments which were given him. The 
best system for all parties concerned would 
undoubtedly be one that provided for the 
yment toa doctor of acertain annual sum 
y families and persons to keep them in 
ood health. The physician would then 
ome a steady and reliable income and 
‘would be under no temptation to protract or 
exaggerate the indisposition of his pa- 
tients.

In 
the interest of humanity the space in the 
hospital should be increased by a new 
building, and that right away. 

“A second thing the county should do is 
to make the hospital and rhouse distinct 
from each other. The sick are crowded out 
by the paupers under the present manage- 
ment. The best beds in the institution are 
now given over to the paupers, who do 
little or no work. My idea would be to es- 
tablish a poor farm, where the paupers 
could be put to light work, and could raise 
enough vegetables to support both _ them- 
selves and the hospital. ntil the two are 
nade distinct, the management of neither 
will be successful.” 

The Narrative of the Cantne.—“1 have 
seen machine poiitics in half a dozen 
States,” remarked an old-time Democrat, 
who has recently come to Los Angeles to 
locate, toa TIMES man yesterday, ‘“‘but the 
recent session of the State Convention in 
this city has opened my eyes, and lam 
willing to sum up that it is down toa finer 
point here than lever saw it before.

JOHN WITHEROW. 


Death of an O'td and Prominent 
Citizen. 

Hon. John Witherow, who died near this 
city on the 16th inst., was born at Gettys- 
burg, Pa., December 23, 1815. When a 
young man he emigrated to Danville, Ind., 
where he engaged in the practice of law for 
several years. He also servedin the State 
Senate for three terms with distinguished 
honor. 

April 4, 1853, he was married to Miss Eliza, 
daughter of John Baker, an old citizen of 
Danville. Of this union there was born 
five children, four of whom are still living. 
In 1865, on account of declining health, the 
family moved to Minneapolis, Minn., and 
in 1869 they came to California, residing in 
or near Los Angeles. Since 1874 Mr. 
Witherow attained success as a lawyer, and 
what was more, he secured the confidence 
and respect of his acquaintences, so that for 
years his fellow townsmen gave him the 
cognomen of *‘Honest John.” 

Owing to poor health he has not been 
able to pursue his favorite profession for 
several years. For some time he has lived in 
a retired home near this city, a quiet, 
patient sufferer. He was all through life 
an unselfish man, in press and 
harmony with all about him, faithful to 
every trust, a devoted husband and tender 
father. His family and friends will cherish 
his memory as one wyrty of highest 
esteem and affection. 

He died May 12th at Sierra Madre, where 
his family had taken him in the hope that 
the change would be a benefit tohim.

The Widow of George Bailey Sués” 
_ the Southern Pacific. 

The complaint in a suit just commenced 
by Ellen Bailey, executrix of the will of 
George Bailey, her husband, against the 
Southern Pacific Company to recover $20,- 
000 damages was filed yesterday.

TIRED OF LIFE. 


A Barber Recomes Weary and Drinks 
Himself into the Grave. 
Yesterday morning about 8 o’clock a 
painter named Henry Heenal called at the 
barber-shop of Christ Weertz,on Spring street 
to collect a bill. Weortz was not in, and 
Henal went to his room in the New York 
lodging-house, on Third street, between 
Spring and Main. The door was locked, 
and Heenal, looking through the window, 
saw Weertz in bed. He called him, antl, on 
receiving no answer,climbed up on the win- 
dow, got the key, and opened the door. 
He went inside, and found that Wcortz was 
(lead, having evidently died some time aur- 
ing the night, as the body was already cold. 
He at once reported the case to the police 
station, and the Coroner was notified. The 
body was removed to the undertaking-roows 
of Orr & Suteh, on Spring street, where an 
inquest was held yesterday afternoon, 
Hewnal testified as to the finding of the body, 
and a workman in Weertz’s shop said that 
W certz was in the habit of drinking heavily, 
and had been too drunk to work ou Friday. 
Dr. L. E. Cohn held a postmortem, and 
gave it as his opinion that death was from 
apopléxy, caused by the use of too much ar- 
dent spirits, 
After hearing the evidence the jury re- 
turned a verdict of death from natural 
Causes, 
Weertz was a German barber about 42 years 
of age, and had been running asmall shop 
in this city for some months, He had some 
trouble with his wife some time ago, and 
she got a divorce, since which time he had 
been drinking heavily, and he has been on 
a@ spree for the past week or two.

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AN ARTIST’S TOUR. 


HERR HEINRICH KOHLER, A 
PIANIST VIRTUOSO, 


Tells of His Concert Trip Around the 
Globe—Impressions of Cities and 
Peopics atthe Antipodes—Pleased 

With, Los Angeles. 


A Times represéntative who has a strong 
solution of music in his véins, called yes- 


who is resting here aftera long and tediouw 

journey, to interview the traveled artist as 
to his impressions of music culture of the 
far eastern lands, and to learn his interest 
ing experiences. The reporter’s reception 
was cordial. Herr Kodbler’s manner is 
easy, and his twinkling eyes gave expres- 
sion to the inward music simmering in his 
soul. He had been hird at work, deep in 
the majestic tread of Liszt’s ‘‘Hungarian 
Rhapsody,” and worea preoccupied air when 
the newspaper man entered the 
studio, but courteously consented to 
give a synopsis of his career up to the time 
of his landing at San Francisco from 
Japan, a few weeks since, and his two 
Piano concerts there. 

Born at Hanover, his eariy music studies 
were at Bremen and Munich, followed by 
deeper instruction at Wiemar under the 

uidance of Abbé Liszt, where he also met 

on Bulow and Rubinstem, the world’s 
two foremost pianists of today. 

In 1879 he began his public life in London, 
for the last two years his home, where for 
three years he was professor at the Acad- 
emmy of Music. Later he visited Paris and 
Berlin, and gave piano recitals at the Lon- 
don Crystal Palace. Here his published 
compositions were well received. 


tour of England, he traveled through Ger- 
many eight menths, and then to Italy, and 
in 1886 to Egypt. Herr Kohler thinks Port 
Said the foulest city he has seen, but was 
somewhat charmed with the oriental flavor 
of poor Stiez. In the Red Sea he 
met distress and all things disagreeable, 
nearly tosing his life through the murder- 
ous attack of robbers on the steamer. 

Australia, his next destination, is his 

resent bete noir,“‘for there, except in Ade- 
aide,”’ said the pianist, “music is only re- 
garded as a pastime; they spend their 
money on humbugs—throw it out of the 
windows; but at Adelaide there isa differ- 
ent feeling, 1 assufe you, and Adelaidans 
think that art can ennoble; one has 
some satisfaction in knowing there 
that his sincere musical efforts 
are appreciated, which is not 
so in Melbourne or Sydney. However, I had 
successful houses and reception concerts in 
all these cities. Then in Batavia, at the 
beautiful city of Java, I got rid of my night- 
mare, Australia. ,.1 was surprised with the 
beauty of this city of the Hollanders, where 
there is a disgust for dilettanteism, and a 
healthful art atmosphere is found. The 
Hollanders are a deep-feeling and musical 
people. Not only in Java, but in Semarang 
and Sourabya, large cities, I gave several 
piano concerts. 

“T journeyed into the interior of Batavia, 
and visited the celebrated temple ruins of 
Burro-Buddhu, and, basking in tropical 
luxuries, a studying these wonderful 
architectural remains. Then to Singapore, 
where I gave three recitals and started out 
for a tiger-hunt, when we got two magnifi- 
cent animals, the teeth of which I show 
you. 

*“*“My stay in China was interesting, and I 
was much amused studying their curious 
musical ideas. The celestials could not 
comprehend our compositions, but the 
Europeans in the larger cities of China and 
Japan are highly cultured and educated. 
I gaveconcerts in Hong Kong, Shanghai, 


Foo Choy, the great teacity. The trip oyer 
Amoy and across the sea, the home of ty- 
phoons, to Manila, was — enlivening 
forme. I love Manila for its quaint, medi- 
eval flayor and historical reminiscence. 
There 1 gave two concerts. and also two 
concerts at Canton, at the home of the Ger- 
man Consul, where the audience was com- 
posed of high officials. 

“I was invited to visit Pekin by the Ger- 
man Ambassador, but the winter had come 
on, and as the river was frozen and the voy- 
age by land over-tedious, 1 missed that 
pleasure, and left for Japan. At Kobe, 
which is the European part of Hiogo, a 
city celebrated for its ceramic arts, I gave 
two recitals, and was invited to appear be- 
fore the Emperor of Japan at Yokohama, 
and gave concerts under the auspices of 

rominent clubs. My reception in San 

rancisco was numerically satisfactory, 
but I do not feel that that city _has 
a great love for _ artistic things, 
although they may like music after 
afashion. Herein Pasadena and Los An- 
geles I feel more at home and better able to 
breathe musical sustenance.”’ 

Herr Kohler, being a musician of means, 
is collecting on his travels mementos of his 
travels and has already sent to his London 
home some 20 cases of curious things. His 

resent museum is interesting and his col- 

ection of Japanese old-blue pieces is most 


valuable, ere Mr. Kodhier in- 
terested in Indian basket-work and 
is intent in hours of relaxa- 


ation in selecting whatever is new to him 
and artistic in the way of bric-a-brac. — 
“You will not forget,’ he reminded the 
reporter, who was uttering thanks and 
adieux, “to come to our concert at the Ban- 
croft Hall, and I shall play for you some 
great works which are stamped with the ap- 
proval of Europe, Australia, Africa and 
Asia. lam sure you will like them also,”

NOTES. 

Rice Potato.—Boil and mash good 
white potatoes. When beaten light 
and creamy put through a colander. 

Cucumbers.—Slice very thin and lay 
in iced salt and water for an hour be- 
fore serving. Drain and dress them 
with salt, pepper, oil and vinegar. 

Boiling Macaroni.—Put the stewpan 
on the fire until the water begins to 
boil, then put the macaroni into ib, stir- 
ring it occasionally; let it boil for 20 
minutes, then strain in a colander, and 
it is ready for use. : 

To Stop the Nose-bieed.—If the nose 
bleeds from the rt nostril, pass the 
finger along the edge of the right jaw 
until the beating of the artery is felt. 
Press hard upon it for tive minutes and 
the bleeding will stop. 

In the Sick Room.—Remember that a 
change of presence—not of persons— 
in asick room is sometimes as neces- 
Bary as a change of clothes, and is 
most refreshing,because bringing sleep 
60 unexpectedly to the wearied nerves. 

Rusty nails make ugly wounds, 
which, if not attended to at ouce, may 
cause great suffering—perhaps death. 
Smoke the wound with wool or .woolen 
cloth; 15 minutes in the smoke. will re- 
move the worst case of inflammation. 

To Cook Tomatoes.—Cut off the upper 
half of each tomato, remove the seed 
from the lower part and fill in with 
cracker crumbs; piace a small bit of 
butter on the top of the crackers, put 
on the sop of the tomato, place in a 
sinall pan and bake for 20 minutes in a 
hot vven. 

Mint Sauce.—Take only the young, 
tender leaves, not a bit of stem, and 
chop very fine indeed. To two table- 
spoonfuls add a tablespoonful and a 
half of brown sugar and three of vin- 
egar. It sbould uite thick, not as 
we so often see it—vinegar with a few 
bits of mint floating around. 

How to Preserve Rose Leaves.—For 
each pound of rose leaves take one- 
fourth of a pound of salt which: has 
been dried in. a warm, out not 
‘too hot oven, for three hours., Mix 
leaves and salt together and place ina 
jt that can be tightly stoppered. The 
eaves must be free from dew or moist- 
ure, 


- Asparagus Sallad.—Boil two bunches 
of asparagus. in salted water — until 
guite tender. Place om the ice until 


very cold. Serve with the following 


| dressing: Two tablespoonfuls of olive 


oil, two salt-spoonfuls of salt, one of 
pepper, and two tablespoontuls of! 
sugar. Mix all together and pour over 
the asparagus. 

To Boil Rice.—Wash well in two sep- 
arate waters a pound of the best Caro- 
lina rice; then have tWo quarts of water 
boiling in a stewpan, into which throw 
the rice; boil it 20 minutes; when done 
strain in a sieve; then let cold water 
run on it; strain and put back 1n stew- 
pan for a few minutes, when it is ready 
to serve. / 

Deadening Floors.—A new way of 
deadening floors is to fill the space be- 
tween the floor boarding and the plas- 
tering of the room below witb snav- 
ings, made incombustible by dipping 
them in thick whitewash, the principle 
being that soft substances enclosing air 
spaces intercept sound more effectually 
than does compact, solid materials like 
cement. 

Fora Burn.—The terrible pain caused 
by being severely burned may be al- 
most instantly relieved by applying a 
mixturg@f strong, fresh, clean lime- 
water, mixed with as much linseed oil 
as it will cut. Before applying, wrap 
the burnin common wadding saturated 
with the lotion. Wet as often as it ap- 
pears dry, without removing cotton 
from burn for nine days, when a new 
skin will probably have formed.

ART HISTORY. 


THE PICTORIAL ARTS OF JAPAN 
—THEIN OXIGIN. 


Heathenism and Art—Japanese Art 
in the Sixth, Seventh and Fight! 
Centuries of the Christian Kra— 
General Interest in Japanese Art. 


NO. I. 

Of. late years there has been a grow- 
ing interest felt among esthetic people 
in the curious and marvelous produc- 
tions of Japanese art. Here is a peo- 
ple whom we have been taught to re- 
gard as falling far below our standard 
of civilization, and centuries behind us 


general knowledge. They are a people 
who have been politically and socially 
isolated among the nations, living to 
themselves and caring nothing for the 
world of outside barbarians. Until 
within afew years this great island 
empire has been conspicuous for the 
isolating policy of its rulers, who shut 
the doors of their kingdom against the 
world. Art with them received no im- 
petus from outside competition. It 
imported no help. It was quickened 
and inspired by no foreign schools and 
by no trained hand from abroad. The 
mysteries of its skilled workmansbhi 
were sacrediy guarded. It borrowe 
nothing in the way of knowledge from 
other nations. Its art was original, 
unadulterated, save as we trace 
resemblance to it in the less 
skillful productions of Chinese artists. 
We are fast beginning to perceive that 
in some branches of art the Japanese 
are fur in advance of us, and that we 
might with due humility sit at their 
feet and be taught of them. 

It is interesting to trace the progress 
of art among that peuple, and to dis- 
cover the fostering care which has been 
given it by the Government. There is 
much disagreement among different 
learned authorities .in relation to the 
period of its early aoymepmant. There 
is anebulous erain its history, about 
which the mists of uncertainty gather 
thickly, but some authorities place the 
beginning of Javanese pictorial art 
about the middle of the fifth 
while others, intelli- 
gent, hold it probable that Japanese 
art education was not actually inaug- 
urated until the introduction of 
Buddhism in the middle of the sixth 
century, when the Japanese, inspired 
by a sense of religious devotion, were 
led to try their skill upon_ pictures and 
images of their new god, Buddna. But 
this school of art for a long time re- 
mained in the hands of the Koreans 
and the native religious leaders. 

Japanese keramic art dates back- 
ward many centuries. Japanese au- 
thorities wrap its beginning about with 
mystery, and assert that it had its be- 
ginning in the timeof the gods, and its 
story 1s told in their mythology. Buta 
more reasonable version is tne follow- 
ing: *“*The Emperor Suinin (whe is said 
3. C. 26 to 
A. D. 70, and “to have died 
at the age of signal- 
ized his reign by the repeal of 
a barbarous custom which doomed the 
imperial retainers as well as_ horses, 
and, perhaps, other animals, on the 
decease of the sovereign, to be buried 
alive in holes in the ground around the 
tomb. Inthe year3,A. D., the Em- 
press died, and Suinin, at the sugges- 
tion of his retainer Nomi no Sukuné, 
called together 100 of the hajrve, or 
potters of Idzumi province, that they 
might make a clay (hani, lit. mud) tig- 
ures of men and horses, to bury in the 
places of living victims as an example 
for future ages. The workmen 
moulded the figures under the direction 
of Nomi no Sukené, and interred them 
inacircle around thetomb. The Em- 
peror rewarded his adviser by con- 
ferring upon him and bis descendants 
the office of the Chief of the Potters, 
with the title of Hajibe no Tsukasa.”’

Wood — in Japan was born with 
Buddhism, Heathenism must have its 
idols, and the hand of the carver must 
become skilled to adorn its temples. 
Rude worship must find expression for 
its gods—the spiritual must take form 
in order to be discerned. The temples 
must be made grand by carven flowers 
and sacred birds. Altar and table 
must be made fit for the worship 
of the mighty Buddha, Fostered 
by religious devotion, this form 
of art has grown into wonderful per- 
fection, until many of the carven 
images of the Japanese seem lacking 
but the breath and the heart-beat to 
make them things of life. 

There. is no inspiration like that 
which is drawn from the religious senti- 
ment in man to quicken his intellect 
and make his hand the master of his 
thought. Royalty did not hesitate to 
handle the chisel when a god was to be 
carved. The glyptic art was rever- 
enced by them, or that branch of it 
which was devoted to idol making. 
Japan has a well-preserved colossal 
firure of Buddha, 16 feet high, which 
belongs to the sixth century. I saw 
lately a picture of the image of the in- 
fant Strotoku “Taishi, which. was the 
work of an uanknown artist of the 
seventh century, and the figure is won- 
derful in its expression of power. 

To this early era of Japanese art be- 


longs the introduction of modern 
masks used for semi-religious and 
Ssemi-theatrical purposes. Even at that 


period in the infancy of such inven- 
tions the artists threw a vast amount 
of character into these masks and 
somewhat of grotesqueness. 

In the history of the pictorial arts of 
Japan the name of Oguchiis recorded 
about the middle of the seventh cen- 
tury of the Christian era, as the sculp- 
tor of a thousand Buddhist images for 
the Emperor Kotoku, while in the 
eighth century two artists named 
Keibunkai and Kasuga became famous 
as idol-makers. Thus heathenism in 
Japan has been the nursing mother of 
art, but she 1s not the mother who has 
lent to it its divinest

lt appears thata majority of the Repub- 
licans are in favor of joining issues in this 
way without passing through the tedious 
and protracted consideration of the bill in’ 
Committee of the Whole for amendments. 
bome of the members who make up this 
‘majority are influenced in the matter by a 
desire to shorten the session and get home 
to their constituents before the dog days, 
while others believe that the Milis Bill can 
be beaten on a direct vote. 

From present indications, however, some 
40 Republican members favor consideration 
of the bill under the 5-minute rule. Their 
motive is to divide the Democrats by offer- 
ing tempting amendments, or to defeat the 
bill by delay. There was much talk but 
no action. The western members who par- 
ticipated strenuously persisted in their op- 
position to Mills’s proposition, despite all 
the arguments of the leading Republican 
spirits. The conference lasted until nearly 
midnight and adjourned to meet again next 
Tuesday, when the effort to ang Oe re- 
calcitrants into line will be renewe 

AD arrar gement was concluded this after- 
noon by which the ‘Tariff Bill will be laid 
aside for a week or ten days, and the House, 
will proceed with the consideration ot ap- 
propriation bills. lt isthe general under- 
standing that this arrangement was made 
by Mr. Mills in order to allow an oppor- 

tunity to the Republicans to reach a decis-

ATKINS TO RESIGN, 

In a recent conversation with the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, Gen. Atkins, Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, expressed an earn- 
est desire to tender and receive the accept- 
ance of his resignation at an early day. At 
the urgent request of Secretary Vilas he has 
consented to remain in office until after the 
letting of the annual ec’htracts for Indian 
supplies, which will occur in June. 


FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.), May 19.—[By the 
Associated Press.}| House.—Long before 
the House met every seat in the galleries, 
except a few reserved for the President and 
family, was occupied.

dared to defame, I hurl the words back to 
the gentleman from Kentucky, and de- 
nounce their imputation as grossly untrue. 
I hurl the words back into the face and 
teeth of, .the gentleman from Ken- 
tucky with absolute and  unniti- 
gated defiance. |Applause and  laugh- 
ter.| No gentleman from Kentucky shall 
swing his blacksnake whip over my 
shoulders and over the shoulders of my con- 
stituents with impunity. He would at least 
run the risk of having it wrenched from his 
hand and feeling the hot endof it. If there 
be distinction in the adjective Kentuckian, 
then Iam a Kentuckian. I first saw the 
light of day hard by the shades of Ashland, 
the home of that immortal Kentuckian, 
Henry Clay, unswerving as adamant in his 
great-hearted patriotism, and whose old- 
time seat of peérless honor and glory in this 
hall is now, alas! worse than empty. [Ap- 
plause and laughter.| That seat is filled by 
a gentleman whose speechesare garlands of 
flowers without leaves or fruit; totally un- 
suited to affairs and well adapted to the 
ladies’ boudoir [laughter], but for their 
habitual touches of something approaching 
domineering arrogance. That old-time seat, 
as I say, is worse than empty. It is occu- 
pied by a gentleman who hissed through his 
tirade without the informed reason and 
grand ideas of the grand old statesman 
whom he succeeded.

As Speaker Carlisle asked for recognition 
from the Chair, an enthusiastic greeting 
was accorded him.

Catchings of Mississippi, and quietl 
waited for the demonstration to cease. It 
was some moments, however, before Chair- 
man Springér could secure order, but when 
he had firially succeeded in doing so Mr. 
Carlisle proceeded. 

Mr.Carlisie began by replying to Mr. Reed’s 
charge of insincerity. He said that he might 
retort that if protection was a sound doc- 
tine it should be carried to the logical con- 
elusion of totally prohibitory duties on the 
Chinese. The doctrine carried out would 
produce the same logical effects with every 
resource of national wealth, and every one 
of the industries of the people. The arts 
ard manufactures were in their infancy. 
We wanted no China laws. All taxation 
was anevil, and we should endeavor to 
make trade as free as possible with the low- 
est tax that would afford necessary reve- 
nue. Mr. Reed had made no reference to 
the actual situation which made it impera- 
tively necessary to reduce revenue. The 
first of this month there was $156,000,000 in 
the treasury more than was required to 
meet all government liabilities. No 
monarchial government - would dare 
extort such a sum in excess of its 
needs. The effect of the accumula- 
tion was to encourage useless and extrava- 
gant expenditures without constitutional 
warrant. The people, almost to a man, 
were demanding its return to them. We 
still have a large public debt outstanding, 
but it is not sound policy to continue to 
raise the revenue to buy bonds at a pre- 
mium. Inone month the Secretar ad 
purchased $130,000,000 bonds, for which he 
pee $351,600 above principal and accrued 
nterest. This unjust process must go on 
indefinitely, unless Congress came to his 
relief and reduced taxation. He did not 
claim that every interest should be consid- 
eredina friendly spirit, but he insisted 
that the interests of the many should not 
be subordinated to the interests of the few. 
[Appiause.] Taxation should be distrib- 
uted among the poopie according to their 
ability to pay. ntil this was done we 
should always be embarrassed in the effort 
to increase or reduce taxes. If the present 
measure should fall, and disaster come upon 
our industries by reason of over-taxation, 
the present vicious system would be re- 
sponsible for it. 

Mr. Carlisle spoke of the increase of man- 
ufactures during the so-called ‘‘free trade 
period” between 1850 and 1860, and said the 
people were in tavor of legislation that 
would bring it about. Again he went on to. 
say that subsequent hard times were the 
outgrowth of the high tariff system, 

Continuing, Mr.Carlisie said: “In view of 
the fact that internal revenue taxes remain 
only on luxuries, it is but fair that any fur- 
ther reduction of taxation should be made 
upon necessaries, but recognizing the dif- 
ference of opinion upon that subject, the 
committee has dealt with 1t accordingly.” 

He quoted Henry Wilson of Massachu- 
setts as favoring free raw material, which 
he said sounded like good old-fashioned 
Democratic doctrine, (Applause: “The 
gentleman from ichigan (Mr.  Bur- 
rows) has __ stated,” he continued

Every vestige 
of that enormous burden has been removed 
and properly removed, and now I submit 
that the time has come when the great 
masses of consumers have a right to de- 
mand reiief. There never was a time when 
this internal tax remained on manufact- 
urers and their products that they would 
not have been glad tosurrender a large part 
of the duties ou imported goods to remove 
that charge from their industries.” 

Mr. Carlisle then quoted froma speech 
delivered by John Sherman in 1867, to the 
effect that the manufacturer had an ad- 
vantage equal to the duty imposed, and he 
asked how the gentlemen of the other side 
could reconcile this statement with their 
contention that the consumer did not pay 
the increased price on account of the duty. 
‘The statements that protection enabled the 
manutacturer to seil his goods cheaper, and 
enabled labor to get better wages, were 
utterly inconsistent with each other. He 
did not deny that there had been a tendency 
toward higher wages in this country, but it 
was true of all other countries, free trade or 
protection. There were e:her causes than 
protection for this, and the principal one 
was the increased use of machinery. 

“There is not,” he said, ‘a well-informed 
man who does not know thatit is not the 
tariff, not the rates of duty upon imported 
goods that have brought down the prices of 
mavuufactured articles or increased wage, 
but the inv@ations which have characterize 
this age as no other age before has been 
characterized. The gentleman from Maine 
talked about the home market. We ail 
know, he says, that this protective system 
is beneficial to the farmer, because, first, it 

rotects his products against competition 

rom the agricultural products. of other 
countries; and, second, the gentleman — 
because it diversifies industry and by in- 
creasing the number of people engaged in 
other than agricultural pursuits, increases 


the market for his product. It is 
searcely necessary for me to make 
an argument to show that as to 


all those agricultural products which the 
farmers of this country are compelled to 
send abroad, to sell at torei prices, the 
duty cannot be of any possible benefit. The 
American farmer understands this, surely, 
and the fallacy of the argument has been 
so often exposed that it will be waste of 
time to dwell upon it. Of cuourse, the do- 
mestic market—the home market—is im- 
proving, and will continue to improve un- 
der any system of taxation, along with the 
increase of pulation, of wealtb 
improved facilities for production and 
distribution in this country; but how 
long are our farmers to sit down and wait 
for the coming of that home market which 
gentlemen on the other side have been 
prowising them forso many years? Take 
the average production of wheat in this 
country during the last few years, and as- 
sume that there shall be no increase what- 
ever in the production, and the consumption 
er capita shall remain always precisely as 
it is, and it is capable of demonstration that 
there can be no home market for all the 
wheat of the American farmer until our 
population shall reach nearly 100,000,000 
he last statistics, showing consumption 
and production and exportation of raw cot- 
ton in this country, show thatin 1886 we 
sent abroad akput two-thirds of our pro diuc- 
tion, and we consumed in our manufactu- 
ries at home one-third. The capital in- 
vested in 1880 was $210,000,000, and the 
number of hands enrployed was 172,000.

Minnesota and Dakota, and no tariff we 
can put on, and no system of taxation here 
can prevent this. The same argument ap- 
plies to all our agricultural products, and 
the American farmer understands it, and 
he understands thatas long as he is com- 
pelled to export and sell in a fereign 
market a partof his product, the foreign 
market is worth as much to himas the 
heme market, because he receives there 
just what he would receive here after de- 
ducting the cost of transportation. There- 
fore, in place of restricting his market, he 
wants it enlarged so that his preducts 
which cannot be consumed here can find a 
market among the people elsewhere. What 
the American farmer wants is a home mar- 
ket in which he can purehase his sup- 

lies as cheap as his competitors. 

hen he can not get this, then 
he asks that there may be such a system as 
will enable him to purchase elsewhere and 
import them without being unreasonabl 
fined for carrying on this harmless busi- 
ness. That is what the American farmer 
wants. Wewant notonly home markets, 
but markets of all the world for the vari-. 
eties of products of this great country. We 
want to sell our manufactured products to 
India and Huflgary, to the manufacturing 
places of Europe and the agricultural places 
of Mexico, South America and Asia. We 
want to remove, so far as we can, the bar- 
riers which annoy our industries, so that 
this country may take its place with the 
great commercial countries of the world, 
and become as rich and powerful as any 
other country before.” 

Mr. Carlisle thanked the House. for the 
attention with which it heard him, and ex~ 
plained he had undertaken to speak under 
considerable difficulty.

‘I presume that you have all read 
about Robin Hood, the English outlaw 
or robber, who was born near the end 


of the twelfth century. Many wonder- |

He is said to have 
been a handsome boy, with large black 
eyes, full of tire, and with shining 
black hair, Which he wore so long it 
reached to his shoulders. He was a 
boy that people liked, he was so frank 
and cordial in his manner; yet still 
there was something about him that 
made people, even then, stand half in 
awe of him. | 

Joaquin had a good education for 
those days, and he was a great pet 
with his teacher, who loved the bold, 
handsome boy, who was a general 
favorite with his associates. 

It was about two years after the
